Black Mountain, X. C. 



Dear Alumni: 


Since mid-January I have been down here in the mountains of Western North 
Carolina plying my old trade of history and literature. Many of you already know 
of Black Mountain College through Nat and Peggy French who attended it in 
its early years. It is an interesting place busy with community and farm life, and 
such building operations as WPB regulations allow. The college is particularly 
strong in its music, art and drama faculties and has succeeded, in spite of war time 
difficulties, in presenting a fairly well rounded liberal arts program. Classes are 
small, unusually so just at present because of the small number of boys. However, 
the progress of de¬ 
mobilization seems 
to be on its way 
toward remedying 
that situation with 
the prospect that 
the college will be 
more truly co-edu- 
cational next fall. 

Though we are 
far from the main 
line and beautiful¬ 
ly isolated in the 
woods of a moun¬ 
tain cave, the rum¬ 
ble of world events 
reaches u s even 
here. A number of 
the staff are refu¬ 
gees from the Eur¬ 
opean tragedy with 
worries about rela¬ 
tives left behind 
and a keen concern 
over the current 
course of events. 

A mite or so down 
the road is a large 
army hospital from 
which staff mem¬ 
bers come up for 
concerts and some 
of whom give lect¬ 
ures here. Asheville with its Relocation Center is not far away and sends its quota 
of uniformed visitors out to look at us. 
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All of yon have been much on my mind since I left Winnetka. I am very 
much with you in spirit. As have all of you, I hope, I have had many a moment 
redeemed by flanks of recollection of faces and events, of those sick moments we 
shared on the playing fields and in the halls. Surely, if any of you should be pass¬ 
ing this way, we’d appreciate a call from you.

LETTER FROM AIR. SMITH 

(Mr. Smith 7 vas unable to zvrite a letter for the Bulletin this time, but for the 
benefit of the many Alumni who have not read it, zve are reprinting parts of the 
letter he wrote for the last issue of THE AARDVARKER, a nezvs sheet sent out 
to the classes of ’43 and ’44 by Bill Jacobs ’43 and Miss Kastrup.) 

June 5, 1945 

Dear Aardvarkers: 

Here we are again at the end of a school year and another class about to be 
graduated. The great thing about this Commencement is that we have one less 
war on our hands than we did last year and are that much nearer to the time when 
you will all be returned to civilian circulation and the bosoms of your respective 
and respected families. That means a great deal to all of us, be assured. 

The Memorial Day services this year were particular!}' impressive as the 
Junior girls who were in charge decided that we should make it particularly a 
memorial to the twelve graduates and ex-members of our High School who have 
lost their lives in the present struggle. After explaining to the school how Mem¬ 
orial Day originated, the Junior girls and various members of other grades read 
or recited short poems which gave most beautifully the feeling of the day after 
former wars. This was followed by an original poem written by John Corrington 
of the present seniors, and set to music by Rain Murray. Joan Fitzgerald sang it 
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with Bain accompanying her at the piano, and by 
that time there was hardly a dry eye in the room. 
Then Judy Cambell read off the names of each stu¬ 
dent who had a gold star opposite his name on our 
service board, and gave a brief account of his ser¬ 
vice in the armed forces. This was followed by taps 
as we all stood in silence. 

But to return to Commencement week. The usual 
exerices are well underway. The Senior Parents 
under the direction of Mr. Duff and the manage¬ 
ment of Mr. Jack Macy, are rehearsing violently a 
remarkable medley of the four operas given during 
the Seniors four years of High School. These are 
Patience, Gondoliers, Trail by Jury and Xingabru, 
and the Pirates. It is astonishing how delightfullv 
and amusingly these may be combined when in the 
skillful hands of these two experts. At one ppint 
the Pirates become “Gondoliers who have gone 
wrong’’ and at another the Major General’s daugh¬ 
ters suddenly burst into the Bridesmaids chorus 
from Trail by Jury, etc. There are large numbers 
of the faculty taking part. Clifton Utley has agreed to give the Commencement 
address again, so we are sure of a stimulating afternoon on Friday. The Junior 
Prom is that night and the Senior Picnic on Sunday. None of the essential 
ceremonies are being omitted. 

I hope this letter has helped you catch the flavor of Commencement week at 
the school as you used to know it, for I believe that you all seem to derive some 
satisfaction from hearing that things back home have been going on as you know 
them and have not changed too much. I hope you are all well and happy as possible 
and that you may so forward the finishing up of this war that before long you 
will be on your way home.

June, 1945 

Dear Mr. Smith: 

If you were amused by the irony of classifying an architect as a carpenter’s 
mate vou would be convulsed by the relentless logic with which varied activities 
are found for carpenters and their mates; (sounds like a novitiate for mating with 
a lady-riveter, doesn’t it?). Being “essentially normal” (ref. Dr. Cucklebaum), I 
could grasp the logic of being put on a carpentry detail, even being in charge of it 
seemed only a mild satire - but the ultimate in oflicial whimsy is my current job. 
I rig cables on cocoanut palm stumps which a crane then hoists onto a truck 
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whither, I nimbly jump to unhitch them. Albeit this is a far-fetched branch of 
wood-work. I have little time to be wistful as I ^et so nostalgic for all the shade 
these stumps must have represented. The Navy (recruiting officer) promised to 
teach me a trade but of which shall I be master when my ap])renticeship has re¬ 
cently included: billeting yeoman, cari>enter, painter, carrying mailbags at F.P.O., 
sides of beef, marine stretcher patients from Iwo, the inevitable spuds, washing 
and ironing uniforms, etc.?.

June II, 1945 
Weinheim, Germany 

Dear Editor: 

Many apologies for the delayed reply. Although our combat phase ended 
almost a month and a half ago, new problems incident to occupation and redeploy¬ 
ment keep us busy. 

You ask for a bit of news concerning myself. I landed in Normandy on Utah 
Beach with the 330th Regt. of the 83rd Inf. Div. Took part in the campaigns of 
Normandy, Northern France and Rhineland. In November I joined the 84th Inf. 
Div. as a Combat Intelligence Officer. The Division cracked the Siegfried Line at 
Geilenkirchen and then had to swing south for the “Battle of the Bulge”. After¬ 
wards we went north again and led ofif across the Roer River to the Rhine. In a 
short time we crossed the Rhine and had driven through Hanover all the way to 
the Elbe and a meeting with the Russians. The toughest was Normandy and after 
that ranks Geilenkirchen and the Bulge. 

One of the most interesting incidents was our link up with the Russians. 
During the three days before the Russians appeared, the 84th Div. took prisoner 
25,000 German troops who had a pathological fear of being taken by the Russians. 
The link-up was not eventful - patrols first met in a town just east of the Elbe. 
During the following days troops of the two nations enjoyed a limited opportunity 
to satisfy their great curiosty about each other. The first Russians I saw were four 
infantrymen who had just been brought over to us in one of our assault boats. 
These Russians were short, solid, very young men, with obvious confidence and 
pride in their abilities as fighters. They were ragged in appearance for they had 
come a long way through heavy fighting. Each man carried German hand grenades 
and a sub-machine gun. I have yet to see a Russian with a rifle. A while later three 
lieutenants came over, all primed with vodka and good spirits. We shook hands 
vigorously, pounded each other on the back and posed for many pictures with arms 
around each other. This Russian affection is violent to say the least. Later, when 
our guests had departed, I examined the far bank through field glasses. There 
was a vast accumulation of German vehicles; trucks, tanks and rocket firing half¬ 
tracks, abandoned by the enemy in his final struggle. Over this scene floated two 
red flags of the Russian Army. Searching along the shore I picked up an unusual 
figure in my glasses. Mounted on a handsome bay horse was a Tartar cavalryman 
complete with turban and flowing robe, with a tommy gun slung across his back. 
A sweeping black beard gave this fellow a most sinister appearance. 

Lavish feasting and drinking followed as members of the two Armies sought 
to outdo each other in celebrating their meeting. 
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1 am now far from the Kibe, and, like most others, am wondering where we 
will go next. I hope it is the Pacific for it is there where the war must be finished. 
It would also give one a chance for a short, but priceless visit in the States. 

Somewhere along the way I picked up a Bronze Star and am now working 
as Assistant G-2 of the 84th Inf. Div. 

Hope this will serve to reestablish contact with my classmates and friends. 
Am very eager to hear from all.

May 28, 1945 
Philippines 

Dear Editor: 

It was a pleasure to hear from you but I hate you with a passion for asking 
me for a letter to the school sqwawk. Pm sorry though that I did not get around 
to writing it sooner. Pve been working very hard, playing harder and in between 
times trying to get a little rest which in this heat is almost impossible. Oh well, 
here goes. 

We landed in Brisbane, Australia about a year ago. It was a nice place espe¬ 
cially in our memories, since it boasted steak and eggs, milk, wonderful beer and 
department stores. But after three months of living the life of a civilized human 
being, fifty WACS and fifty sheep got on a little old tramp steamer and meandered 
(it took fourteen days, the endurance record, we called it) up to Hollandia. Pm 
not kidding about the sheep, they smelled. 

Looking back on Hollandia our chief memories are of rain, our first taste of 
spam interspersed with occasional luxuries such as fresh meat or ice cream pro¬ 
cured from a nearby CB outfit, our first taste of wearing men’s pants and field 
shoes, sleeping on canvas cots sans mattress or sheets and under mosquito nets, 
thirty minute waits in line for a luke warm coke or some soap at the PX, rain 
and heat. But we had fun going to GI dances, taking trijis around the very beauti¬ 
ful harbor in LCNs and swimming. 

Christmas morning, while not feeling in the best of condition from a bang up 
beer party the night before, we were alerted. New Year’s Eve we spent on a black¬ 
ed out troo]) ship in the middle of a huge convoy drinking two bottles of warm 
beer. A few days later we arrived in Leyte. 

Our days in Leyte were truly a wonderful experience. We had quite a good 
deal of excitement in one way or another. I shall never forget one twenty hour 
stretch we went thru. In the afternoon the tail end of a typhoon hit us and almost, 
blew our office tent away, at seven we had our first alert, at ten we were awakened 
by an earthquake, at one we struggled out to our fox holes for another alert, and 
wonder of wonders the following morning we got our first pay in three months. 
The alerts weren’t bad, just annoying and occasionally funny. It was amusing to 
see the girls rush out in the middle of the night carrying one shoe, a rain coat 
('for the wet ground we had to sit on) and a helmet. When the all clear sounded 
the neighboring outfit had a nasty habit of playing their search lights on the very 
scantily, clad WACs as we returned to our quarters. 

On Easter we were once again on a transport, this time on our way to com¬ 
parative civilization. We love this place; it boasts real stores where they sell 
Brownie cameras for thirty dollars, restaurants with fresh if expensive food, night 
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clubs with some very good jive, Filippinos who do our KP and nasty details for 
us, a couple of almost real movie theatres and wonder of wonders, we all now have 
one off-duty dress apiece to wear on our most important dates (anyone who is 
escorting us in a two and a half ton truck excluded). 

This has been a grand experience. We have seen some war at first hand, talk¬ 
ed to the boys who have been thru the real thing and suffered a few of their hard¬ 
ships with them. Of course we have all acquired a beautiful atrabrin yellow com¬ 
plexion, a habit of not keeping our legs crossed in a lady like manner from too 
many months in men's clothes and a very peculair custom of returning from par¬ 
ties etc. with anything we can acquire from a pair of CB pants to a broken down 
chair for our tents. Please don't think me too queer when I leave my first bridge 
partv with your silver (we always lose parts of our mess kits, and procure replace¬ 
ments from all sorts of queer places; its just a habit I assure you and should wear 
off in time.) 

I have only met one North Shoreite since I have been here. One Lt. (jg) P. 
A. Dammann, what more could you ask. We spent several very enjoyable even¬ 
ings drinking warm beer in a mud hole down in New Guinea. 

With luck I should be home for the next Christmas Play, always providing the 
point system is all we are hoping for. Until then, good luck to everyone at school; 
it certainly will be a pleasure to see you all again.

May 15, 1945 
Czechoslovakia 

Dear Editor: 

The Europe I've been seeing must be far different from the one some of you 
saw on Mr. Watt’s Experiment in International Living tours. Perhaps I should 
avoid descriptions. The historic cities of Aachen and Bonn are memories of deep- 
rooted bitterness, friends lost amid great piles of disintegrated buildings; the scenic 
Herz Mts. were a military headache; the old rivers - well, you know it all. 

This war is over and everyone is counting points like madmen and figuring 
angles on such things as admission of parenthood, or the possibilities of another 
campaign star. Eleven months of continuous front line duty is a long, long time. 

On the seventh of May we were making an attack when ordered to stop ad¬ 
vancing and cease firing. There was no wild jubilation. On the contrary, people 
were quiet, numb. I, for one, was thinking of the boys who weren't there, and I 
guess everyone else was doing the same. We had a picture taken of the few of us 
left of the original platoon and a little later, when full realization of the occasion 
came to us, we had a platoon prayer in which everyone joined, regardless of faith. 

An entire German Corps surrendered to our division and we happened to be 
at the point where they entered our lines on the main highway. On the afternoon 
of the ninth, three motorcycles came speeding up the road followed by six or seven 
long low-hung cars painted with the usual mottled brown and purple German 
camouflage. The little convoy pulled up abruptly in front of the command post 
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and chauffeurs in Hollywood’s best Nazi uniforms got out to open the doors and 
stand at stiff attention while the General and his staff emerged. Such an array of 
dazzling medals, ribbons and decorations I have never seen. The shine on the boots 
gave a hundred and ten percent reflection. The general saluted our staff officer, 
clicked his heels, saluted again, shook hands, saluted again and then the last de¬ 
tails of the surrender were gone over. The general himself looked more like a 
turkey than anything else I can think of; long nose, no chin, scrauny neck and 
lots of tail feathers. His chief of staff was the perfect concept of a Nazi officer; 
heavy lower jaw, large scars all over his face, monocle, bull neck, enormous chest 
and a bark that frightened all the colonels and majors into three or four extra 
salutes. 

Before long the convoys of prisoners started rolling in, every European con¬ 
veyance since the time of Caesar was used; bicycles, wagons, carriages, carts 
drawn by horse, mule, oxen, trucks, vans, busses chugging along on charcoal or 
being pushed or pulled by another vechicle. There was a woman for every five or 
six soldiers and often little children. Except for the blitzed up officers, the whole 
picture was one of hunger, filth and degradation, deep lines on young men's faces, 
fear, confusion, hate in their eyes, seldom a smile. The convoy rolled by for two 
days and nights, always the same jumble of transportation. 

And speaking of transportation, Fd come home on a pair of waterwings if I 
had the chance.

May 24, 1945 
USS “Nothing Atoll" 
in the Spice Islands 

Dear Editor: 

Seems like only yesterday that I received the magnossal Alumni Bulletin, 
and only the day before yesterday when I wrote you of my plans and possible 
location. 

As advertised in your publication, I am now stationed in the Moluccas, or 
Spice Islands in air-sea rescue for the ATC. A very happy time is to be had by 
all at this little portion of paradise. For an afternoon’s diversion one may go down 
to the beach and make faces at the Tojos across the bay. Or if that is too strenuous, 
you may lie in the sun and pick a terrific tan. The only benefit in this is that you 
may think of what a hit you’d make with the home-folks if only they could see you 
looking so healthy, only you are about 8,000 miles away from home. 

The real reason for acquiring a good tan is that it counteracts what is euphemis¬ 
tically known as “the golden glow of health’’, or “that atabrindle look” - the 
color your skin turns when you’ve been taking atabrine for a long time It’s sort 
of a sickly yellow - but genial. 

One of the difficulties out here is that there is very little good old State-side 
lumber for floors, but after some bargaining we managed to get some carpenters to 
put a floor in for us. No good oak, pine, maple or anything like that for us ; just 
some lousy old mahogany. Honest, it’s terrible what we have to put up with over¬ 
seas. 

We’re located quite close to the equator, but the climate is not bad at all. Not 
as damp as on some of these islands, and we always have a breeze. Plenty of planes 
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buzzing around all the time, but none of them seem to have the kind of accident 
which would mean any business for us. 

I am in charge of navigation and briefing, crypto and security, weather, in¬ 
telligence and anything else that comes that the CO doesn’t want to do, and con¬ 
sequently palms off on me. Being as how the highest officer here is a captain, we 
have a good deal of lee-way, and pretty much run things the way we want. I do 
feel, though, like The Lord High Everything Else in the Mikado, in getting stuck 
with all these jobs. 

They don’t take any time at all - we get down to operations every morning 
at seven and knock off about an hour or two after lunch. Then is when I take on 
my extra duties, such as intelligence. There isil’t much that I can find out that isn’t 
already known to the crews coming through since this is just a gas-stop on a 
main-line run, but occasionally I pick up some poop on bomber operations that 
they are interested in.

May 14, 1945 
Germany 

Dear Editor: 

When one gets involved in the business of fighting a war, one can't help run¬ 
ning into the unusual, indeed the unusual often completely surpasses the usual, 
to such an extent that one hardly notices anything strange about it. Looking back 
on it however, there were many incidents, many of them pretty grim, but some 
quite worthy noting here. For instance, I realize now that I have gone through 
several attacks, and taken several towns, without firing a shot. Perhaps I am wear¬ 
ing my Com.bat Infantry badge under false pretenses, as it is awarded for shooting 
at, or at least toward the enemy, in this case. My only alibi is that I was too busy 
operating my radio. That radio was good company though, as it enabled me to 
overhear some unusual conversations, (and some that made me wonder how the 
American Army ever accomplished anything). On one occasion one of our pla¬ 
toons was being bothered by small arms fire from an enemy position, and called 
back for artillery fire on that position. A short time later they called up again. 
‘‘That first round was way short, it almost hit us,” said the operator. “We haven’t 
started firing yet,” came back the answer, and there was a pause in communications 
while the operator dove for more substantial cover from the incoming barrage. 

One operation I fought in blackface. I had been on a night patrol the night 
before, which required “blacking up”, camouflage, and we moved out in the morn¬ 
ing before I had a chance to wash up. One of the prisoners we captured said it was 
the first time he had actually seen an American negro. That operation was quite 
an affair. We captured a General, a corps commander, I believe. His command had 
been surrounded and cut to pieces, and he finally got discouraged and went home. 
We took him in his own front parlor. Being in Germany so far often brought 
about unusual situations. Outside every PW cage we set up, a crowd of women 
collected. They’d bring their children, and hold them up to “wave to Daddy”, and 
Daddy would wave back, and shout words of encouragement. Prisoners became 
so numerous at the end that they were a real headache. As one guard, bringing 
in another batch told me, “Jeeze, here we are cut off from our outfit, no gas, no 
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rations, no contact, and these Krauts come in, in the middle of the night and wake 
us up to surrender, and we don’t know what to do with them!’’ 

Then there was the tanker with us whose tank was knocked out with a Ger¬ 
man bazooka. Nobody was hurt, but the tanker was boiling mad, and spying the 
bazooka man crouched down in his foxhole, he swung his turret around and shot 
the offender right between the eyes - with the tank’s seventy-five mm. cannon. 
“There’s one damn Kraut I know didn’t get away,’’ he said grimly. 

We get pretty discouraged sometimes, but there’s generally something we can 
find to laugh about. The war’s over here now though, and none of us are laughing. 
We’re too busy looking anxiously towards the Pacific, and “sweating it out”.
